Members of the Board, 

First incident - a fatal hit and run traffic accident involving an elderly Asian woman at 
Bayshore Blvd., clsoe to the center this late morning. The entire section of the street 
blocked was cordoned off for police investigation. Lt. J. Hard came into the center and 
stated that Captain O'Sullivan instructed him to notify me of the case and will keep us 
informed with the development of the case so that we can keep our community informed 
accoringly. The deceased could not immediately identified and we have no idea whether 
she was one of clients or a resident of Vis. Valley. 

Second incident - 1 called back to the center this morning as I had some business with the 
office of Supervisor Eric Mar. Sharon told me the Deptartment of Election was in our center 
doing voter registration. She even quoted me the name pf the outreach coordinator, Carol 
Leung, of Dept, of Election. I told her that I had never been notified by the Dept, of Election 
and I planned to get hold of Carol to find out when I returned to the center later. 

Upon my arrival at the center, Mr. Su, President of the Club, was there with another female 
member of our Club. According to Mr. Su the voter registration was led by Amy Huang, a 
Walter Wong employee (the woman who helped served our lunch with Walter Wong and a 
volunteer team leader). Upon further questioning, it was Tony, oue President, who 
instructed him with Amy. I asked Mr. Su why I wasn't informed as I am the ED who is 
responsible for all activities at the center. I also asked if he realized that I am planning to 
do one voter registration in our district as there'll be a small funding if we do that? Mr. Su 
was tongue tied. I gave Sharon a lecture (she knows who Carol Leung is) afterward and 
when there's nobody at the center, that she had to find out the fact and never misled her 
supervisor again.
